Assassination Was Political. 

St. Petersburg, July !1.—The azsasai- 
nation of Prefect of Police Count Shou- 
valoff, of Moscow, today is considered 
‘o be a purely political crime as the 
ecunt was not. yet forty years of age, 
ard was regarded as being of the best 
trpe of fhe Russian official. He came 
from one ot the most famous families In 
Russia. The count was a son of Count 
Peter Shouvaloff, a stacesman who rep- 
resented Russia at the Berlin conference, 
anc was formerly colonel of the Guarda 
regiment, known as the St. Petersburg, 
an@ was one of Emperor Nicholas’ per- 
sonal friends. He succeeded General 
Zeienoi, who was extremely severe, as 
prefect of police at Odessa earlier in his 
career. Count Shouvaloff earned ithe es- 
tcem of all by his firm business course, 
making himself particularly popular 
with the students. The impression ex- 
ists here that the count was killed for 
preserving order. The zemstovoists will

General Lee is a member of the Vicks- 
burg park commission, in which capactty 
he has come to Georgia at the instance 
of President Roosevelt to ask the .eg- 
islature of this state to appropriae 
money for the erection of monuments in 
memory of the Georgia troops who 
fcught aroung Vicksburg. 

He is the only confederate member of 
the commission, and Georgia is the first 
northern states as a criterion she would, 
in the direction named. General Lee 
ja a recent interview stated that if ‘this 
State should accept the appropriation of 
northern staes as a criterion she would,

Columbus Makes a Splendid 
Showing as to Personalty, 


Direct Tax from This Increase Will 
Amount to $12,000, and In- 
crease City’s Capacity To 
Issue Bonds at Least 
$70,000. 


Columbus, Ga, July 11.—(Special.)— 
Over $1,000,000 increase in the amount 
of personal property was given in fcr 
taxation to the city this year. The di- 
rect tax from this will be over $12,000, 
and it also increases the city’s bond t+ 
suing capacity to the extent of $70,000. 
In the completion of the city’s water- 
works system this $70,000 can be used 
to great advantage, as the present bond 
issue, $250,000, will not be enough with 
which to build the system. 

The large increase in the returns 
persona] property to the city is due 
three reasons: First, the fact that Co- 
lumbus people have acquired more ner- 
sonal property during the past year; 
second, that Mayor L. H. Chappe'l, in 
his last innual message, called attention 
to the fact that Columbus people were 
giving in personal property to the state 
and county at a higher valuation than to 
the city, and recommended an equaliza- 
tion of returns, at the same time serving 
notice upon the tax-payers that their re- 
turns would be scrutinized more closely; 
third, the vigilance and efficiency of City 
Auditor Cliff B. Grimes, who has exer- 
cised great care and persistence in re- 
ceiving returns and getting property on 
the books, questioning the property vwn- 
ers at length regarding their material 
wealth. 

One of the sources of the increased! 
wealth is the banks ang various other

corporations. Heretofore the banks, for 
instance, have been paying tax on the 
par value of their stock, only; this year, 
they give in the stock at its market val- 
ue, Which, as a rule, is far above the 
par value. |
